During the latter part of Mr. Wilson s admhiistration, when 
Josej)h P. Tumulty and Ge.)r!;e Cr.'cl were trying tiieir hand at prnjia- 
ganda, it was a poor bureau indeed that did not have one or more 
publications, daUy, weekly, or monthly. The various departments, 
bureaus, agencies, and eoiuhii^sioi of wiiosf number and dispo.sition 
to meddle Senator Stanley nou b. lalily complaining, pruied and 
dirtributed broadcart 266 different publicationa. some of them very 
prel' lit ions and very expensive. 

Today there are no 40 such publications, and the mortality rate 
.ionlinues'high. In the appropriation act for 1U22 Coiign ss hn-< pro- 
vided that all publications that have not been specifically authorized 
raust he suspended. Half of the forty which are now being printed 
either will be discoutiniied altogether of be eliimbiated as separate 
publications by a process of consolidation. 

Aa far hack as 1918 the RepuMieans attempted to correct the evsl 
that had ci own up in thi.s regard, by inserting a clause in the appro- 
priation bill forbidding any executive department to issue a publica- 
tion without having the autboHution dfthe Congressional Commit- 
tee on Printing. 

Ml-. Wilson vetoed it, and the 2fi6 publications, employed largely 
indisseminating prc-paganda for political purposes, went merrily on 
their yray, costing the taxpayers $2,50(1,000 a year 

Tiuies have changed, and propaganda is in disrepute with the 
American people who have in come -inite familiar with its tnio char 
aoter. aud who arc well satisfied to read the news and secure in- 
formation through the coUnmns of the daily press and in the pages 
of the magazines.
